WHITEWASH  was  splashing 
on  Y mountain  but  the  Univer- 
sity of  Utah  was  getting  the 
full  benefit  of  a wax  job  handed 
by  the  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity track  squad  as  Coach  “Rob- 
bie” Robison’s  spikesters  romp- 
ed to  an  easy  97-34  victory. 

The  Brighams  won  first  places 
in  12  events  and  tied  for  first 
in  the  13th,  to  completely  dom- 
inate the  Ute  trackmen  of  Pete 
Couch. 

This  was  the  fifth  victory  of 
the  season  for  the  Cougars. 

High  point  man  for  the 
Cats  was  towhead  Dick 
Heywood,  who  won  the  220 
yard  dash,  took  second  in 
the  100  and  ran  a lap  on 
the  Cougar’s  winning  mile 
relay  team.
